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Dear Taylor-Scott Amarel: 

This is in response to your Freedom of Information Act/Privacy Act (FOIA/PA) request received in this 
office on May 23, 2019 regarding Emails sent to DHSBeijing.CIS@uscis.dhs.gov containing the 
following non-case-sensitive key string in the content or headers of the emails, 
"anthonyjim85@gmail.com" from January 1,2014 to January 1, 2018. 

After carefully considering your request, I must deny it in its entirety pursuant to 5 U.S.C. § 552(b)(6) 
(Exemption 6). In order to obtain these records your request must demonstrate one or more of the 
following criteria: 

•Written authorization from the individual(s) permitting disclosure of the records to you, which consists 
of a written statement from the records’ subject(s) stating his/her full name, current address, and date and 
place of birth. Additionally, the written statement must be signed by the records’ subject(s) and the 
signature must either be notarized or signed under penalty of perjury, or 

•Proof of parentage with the requester’s verification of identity if the subject of record is a minor at the 
time of the request, or 

•Proof of court-appointed guardianship with the requester’s verification of identity, or 
•Proof that the subject [or subjects] of your request [is] [are] deceased, or 

•A clear demonstration that the public interest in disclosure outweighs the personal privacy interest(s) of 
the individual(s) and that significant public benefit would result from the disclosure of the requested 
records. 

Your request did not satisfy any of the above criteria. Where a FOIA requester seeks information about 
individuals in personnel, medical, and similar files FOIA Exemption 6 protects from disclosure 
information that, if released, would constitute a clearly unwarranted invasion of personal privacy. To 
determine whether the disclosure of personal information would constitute an unwarranted invasion of 
personal privacy. Exemption 6 requires the government to balance the privacy interests of individuals that 
would be compromised by disclosure of government records about them against the public interest in 
release of the records. 

If you are dissatisfied with our action on your appeal, you may seek judicial review in accordance with 5 
U.S.C. § 552(a)(4)(B).
